SAIGON, March 5— 
can pilots, taking advantage 
of clearing weather, staged 
the heaviest attack on North 
Vietnam in more than a 
month Saturday, the U. S.

The planes went after sup- 
ply routes and storage areas 
in the southern panhandle. 
Pilots reported severing high- 
ways and starting a huge fire 
at an oil storage depot just 
north of the Demilitarized 
Zone. 

The North Vietnam news 
agency claimed that a pilotless 
American reconnaisance plane 
was shot down over Hanoi to- 
day. 

Ground action in the south 
slackened over the weekend. 
U.S. Marines reported finding 
43 more bodies Saturday and 
Sunday in the DMZ area, 
bringing the total of enemy 
dead since the beginning of 
Operation Prairie II on Feb.
